E. Wade, who for 12 years was with 
the Craft Phoenix Cheese Corpora­ 
tion, and perhaps recently with the 
Loraine Co-operative Cheese Plant, 
has been employed to go among the 
farmers and get them to sign 
u p 
their cows to assu re the Jones Co. 
plant. 
According to Mr. Miller* u p 
to 
Wednesday noon of this week , 661 
cows had been signed. 
1500 cows 
are requ ired to produ ce the amou nt 
of milk for the plant. Any cow tiiat 
will average two gallons per day is 
eligible. 
According to what we can 
find 
ou t, it will tak e $6,000 worth 
of 


stock from the 
people 
of 
Jones 
Cou nty to start the plant, and then 
they can secu re a $9,000 loan, all 
of which in time will be repaid 
to 
those tak ing stock as well as paying 
the company lending 
the 
money. 
Stock in the plant is figu red at $2.50 
per cow. This whole set-u p is simi­ 
lar to that of the cotton co-opera­ 
tive gins in the cou nty. It tak es a 
bit of money to get stared and lite r 
the profits will retu rn the ou tlay 
to the 
cu stomers, 
andj after that 
the plant will pay in proportion to 
the amou nt of dairy produ cts 
de­ 
livered to it.
